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The Grinch That Almost Stole Christmas 

This Imperfect Life

When I asked my son, "So how was your 
Christmas this year?" he simply stated, "Awesome." 
This year when people ask me how my Christmas 
was. I'll say that it was nice and then change the 
subject. I think I do that every year, though, after 
each imperfect Christmas passes and we move onto 
the imperfect New Year. 

My son loves Christmas. The gifts, 
lights, holiday music, and he's got his dad and 
siblings with him (who only visit once a year for 
the holidays), so how could it be anything but 
wonderful? But for the grownups at our house, it's 
always pretty awkward, always less than perfect. 
That should be understandable, since we are an 
imperfect family - my son having two parents 
separated, while being separated from two older 
half-siblings, all separated by the border of two 
neighboring countries - Canada and the United 
States. 

But that awesome, wonderful, awkward, 
and imperfect Christmas we have come to expect 
every year almost didn't happen. Something almost 
separated a young son from his father, and during 
the weeks of December leading up to the anticipated 
departure from Toronto to Boston, the sentiment was 
serious and Christmas was uncertain. 

Duality pervades everything in this 
dimension in which we dwell. At the top, there's 
heaven and hell, love and hate, good and evil. Of the 
lesser dualisms, there's always day and night, black 
and white, and there's also the spirit of Christmas 
and all its good will towards men, and the spirit of 
the Grinch that either directly or indirectly tries to 
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diminish it. 

Still maintaining the (ahem) child's transient 
endurance of anticipation of the magic of Santa's 
annual visit, my son - who is an avid watcher of 
the classic Christmas cartoon Dr. Suess' The Grinch 
Who Stole Christmas - said to me weeks ago, "I hope 
the Grinch doesn't come to our house and steal our 
Christmas." It was one thing to have to tell him that, 
much like the Grinch, someone stole our spinning 
Christmas light show projector light from our front 
yard, but it was another thing entirely to tell him 
that someone wanted to keep my son's father - and 
everyone like him - from entering our country, 
which ultimately would keep my son's Christmas 
from coming. 

Donald Trump's policy to keep people from 
six predominantly Muslim countries from entering 
the United States understandably makes sense to 
some people. Despite the majority of recent terrorist 
attacks being domestic in nature, the cultivated 
ongoing fear of Muslim extremist terrorism might 
make a ban on all Muslims traveling to the United 
States a logical option, although studies suggest 
otherwise. 
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The initial attempt to keep Muslims from 
entering the Unites States was suspended by the 
appeal process, but the threat of uncertainty kept 
some people - those who were born in, affiliated 
with, or would potentially travel from Chad, Iran, 
Libya, Syria, Yemen, or Somalia - from travelling to 
the U.S. 

Having been born in a Palestinian refugee 
camp in Damascus, Syria before immigrating to 
Canada as a political refugee, evolving into a well 
known and respected public figure both nationally 
and internationally and living the Canadian dream 
as a Canadian citizen, my son's father was naturally 
concerned about how the travel ban could affect 
him. After all, his first name is one variation of the 
most popular name shared by an estimated 150 
million Muslim men worldwide, and although not 
a religious man or practicing Muslim, even the most 
remote possibility of being accosted, interrogated, 
detained, and inadvertently sent back to Syria is 
something for him to fear. 

I told my son on November 30 that his 
dad likely would not be coming for Christmas. He 
cried. I cried for him. I'll refrain from describing the

lengths that I as his mother would go to just to be 
with my son, but his father had chosen to forego the 
risk, which at first I perceived as overreacting. Then 
on December 4, a divided Supreme Court allowed 
Trump's travel ban to go into effect, validating 
Dad's fears and diminishing the hope of a happy 
Christmas. 

Stealing decorations had nothing on the 
Whos of Whoville, for it was love and family and 
the holiday spirit that made Christmas 'Christmas.' 
The Grinch did leave those superficial aspects of 
Christmas intact. We still had our presents and 
decorations - minus one light display projector - 
but what was truly important, the true spirit of the 
season, would be missing for us. 

No one knew what Christmas would look 
like, what it would feel like this year. A number of 
phone calls, inquiries, and contacts needed to be 
made before anyone could assess the likelihood 
that Christmas would indeed be merry for the boy. 

I faced other details such as how many gifts do we 
need to buy, how big of a rib roast do we need, and 
would I need to go the extra miles to try to salvage 
Christmas this year because of a policy that would 
likely do very little to keep terrorism out, but would 
certainly succeed in separating loved ones. Even 
the Grinch himself couldn't deliver that degree of 
devastation. 

Many are unfortunate in their experience 
with the impact of this travel ban policy. But after 
some reassurance from relevant legal sources. 

Dad and siblings booked the airplane tickets and 
approached the U.S. immigration line at the airport. 
Questions were asked, facts verified, and ultimately 
passports were stamped. Six Canadian feet landed 
on U.S. soil in time for Christmas. 

As with the Whos, for us Christmas still

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and stood "heart to heart and hand in hand." 

Yes, Christmas for the boy was "awesome," 
and for me. I'll stick to my premeditated response 
of "It was nice." But in dualistic reality, it felt like 
a dichotomy of merry and depressing, and was 
framed by polarized politics and a policy that might 
keep some undesirable people out, but also some 
desirable ones, too, like dads who want to be with 
their kids on Christmas. It might serve to tighten 
up the border of our country, but perhaps it further 
widens the dualistic border between wrong and 
right. 

Straus Responds to Marion's Route 6 Concerns

For some time now, the Town of 
Marion has actively sought the State's attention 
regarding ongoing Route 6 traffic and pedestrian 
safety concerns, which this month resulted in 
State Representative Bill Straus calling on the 
Massachusetts Department of Transportation 
administrator to personally meet him on Marion's 
roadways. 

"As a result of safety and maintenance 
issues which have been directly addressed to me by 
Town residents over the last several months, I asked 
Jonathan Gulliver, the MassDOT Administrator, to 
come to Marion and meet with me," Straus wrote in 
a recent letter to the Board of Selectmen. "I wanted 
him to get a first-hand look at some of the Route 6 
problems which currently exist." 

As a result of that visit, Gulliver's staff will 
be reviewing specific Route 6 areas of most concern 
in the year 2018. 

First, the intersections of Spring Street and 
Converse Road will be studies to ascertain whether

the existing traffic patterns provide optimum safety 
for vehicle crossings and entrance to traffic flow. 

Also slated for review are the paved 
sidewalks on the south side of Route 6 and whether 
the unpaved adjacent sidewalks to the south side 
of Route 6 near Tabor Academy are within the state 
layout and could be paved. 

General sidewalk maintenance and upkeep 
of existing sidewalk areas along Route 6 will also 
be reviewed, with the state looking at early steps to 
remove vegetation overgrowth and other possible 
maintenance projects for 2018 to improve pedestrian 
accessibility. 

Furthermore, MassDOT will assess East 
Marion traffic speed where the effectiveness of the 
temporary electronic speed signage has been helpful. 

'This has been a persistent concern," said 
Straus, "...I therefore asked that MassDOT consider 
that this type of electronic signage be permanently 
installed." 

"I will continue to update the Board and the 
community as I hear of the progress of these steps," 
Straus assured the Town. 

Selectmen responded with enthusiasm, 
with Selectman Steve Gonsalves furthering the 
conversation, commenting on possible signage 
displaying penalty fees for not stopping for 
pedestrians at certain busy Route 6 crosswalks. 

"I'm glad to see some progress," said 
Gonsalves, "because it's been a sore spot and a fear 
in my gut for years of living there for twenty-one 
years, [so] thank God there's some progress."

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always looked upon as a favorable celebration by the 
Puritans in the colonial days of the Massachusetts 
Bay Colony body of government. 

Their strict religion regarded drinking and 
partying as a false celebration of the birth of Jesus, 
with stronger ties to paganism than their own 
concept of Christianity 

In 1659, the governor and legislature passed 
a law banning the celebration with a stern penalty 
of five shillings for each offense. This law remained 
in effect for nearly 200 years, but Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow in the year 1856 wrote in his journal. 



"We are in a transition state about Christmas in New 
England. The old Puritan feeling prevents it from 
being a cheerful hearty holiday, even though every 
year makes it more so." 

Longfellow was right, because as years had 
gone by, European holiday traditions had come 
across the pond to our shores with immigrants from 
Austria, Germany, and Switzerland. Consequently, 
on April 15,1856, Massachusetts legislators made 
Christmas a legal holiday.

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A most important imported custom from 
overseas was the bringing into the home of a 
decorated tree with origins dating back to the 
Scandinavian Viking belief that evergreens were a 
special plant of the Sun God. Bringing them inside 
was thought to be a blessing for the home during the 
twelve days of Christmas that ended on January 6. 

Other inherited old world symbols from 
overseas include the drawings in my illustration - 
clockwise from left to right, a glass of good cheer, 
a sprig of mistletoe for kissing, a holly wreath with 
celebrated silver bells, the Advent candle wreath, 
a historic nutcracker toy, and a roast goose more 
commonly enjoyed for dinner. 

In many Scandinavian and German families, 
the celebration began at midnight on Christmas 
Eve when the children were awakened and 
brought downstairs to open presents. Homemade 
preparations usually began on December 1 by 
setting aside special evenings for baking cakes, 
cookies, and the making gifts or decorations. Little 
dolls of fruit were also traditional Nordic Christmas 
toys. The advent calendar was for children to count 
the days before Christmas opening one window each 
day to find a yuletide picture inside. 

On June 28,1870, the U.S. Congress, 
apparently prompted by a memorial drafted by 
local "bankers and business men," made Christmas 
a national holiday on which we can be comfortably 
joyous. 

Bearing in mind it is more blessed to give 
than to receive, let me ask you to keep in mind the 
recent suggestion by the news editor of The Wanderer

$25,000 in prize money that will go towards 
engineering and technology education at the school. 

Back in September, technology teacher MJ 
Linane's engineering students expressed an interest 
in drone technology and developing a drone tech 
program at the high school. 

"I was looking for various sources of funding 
because, the surprising thing is - or isn't - [drones] 
are not cheap," said Linane. 

Linane and his students came up with a 
proposal to submit to a STEAM (science, technology, 
engineering, art, math) competition called the 
Samsung Solve for Tomorrow Contest, a national 
competition that challenges students to creatively 
use STEAM skills to address real-world issues and 
inspire change in their local communities. 

Linane said Superintendent Doug White 
made Linane aware of the opportunity, and Linane 
and his students went for it. 

The contest encourages students to 
explore the use of technology to address or solve a 
community-based issue. One essential characteristic 
of the Tri-Town, especially in Rochester, is the 
presence of cranberry growing and its significant 
economic impact on the region. And with the 
students' interest in exploring drone technology, 
Linane saw the perfect marriage between technology 
and tradition. The students submitted their proposal 
and waited to hear back. 

In November, they learned that they had 
been chosen as one of 255 in 3,000 proposals 
submitted across the country and were one of the 
five state semi-finalists. In addition to advancing, 
each of those 255 teachers won a Chromebook for 
their classroom. 

It was time to get to work on their project 
and bring it to the next level - coming up with an 
action plan, due December 13. The students waited 
and, again, "We did hear back," said Linane. "And 
sure enough, it was accepted. And with that comes 
$25,000 in technology that'll go to the high school." 

ORR High School had done it - it became the 
state finalist for the nationwide contest. 

The next step of the competition is for the 52 
national finalists to develop a video of their project 
in action and develop a prototype for their drone, 
using a video kit provided by Samsung to produce 
their video. 

"We're using drones to monitor bogs," said

community]." 

Linane said UMass Dartmouth and the Cape 
Cod Cranberry Grower's Association have contacted 
him with interest in partnering with the ORR teacher 
and his students. 

"It's been really great, a really great 
experience," said Linane. "The students are the most 
excited." 

The students have until February 15 to 
submit their videos. Out of the 52 schools submitting 
videos, ten schools will be chosen to compete in the 
national finals where seven schools will be chosen 
to win a $50,000 technology package and three will 
win the top prize of $150,000. Another social media 
contest based on online votes will determine an 
additional winner of another technology package 
valued at $20,000. 

"It's very exciting, very awesome," said 

Linane. 

The students reached out to not only large- 
scale local cranberry growers like Makepeace, but 
also to neighbors and relatives in the community 
who are cranberry growers. 

"It's an important industry," Linane said, 
especially given the impact climate change has had 
on it. Linane cited a recent state-sponsored study 
on the matter and finding ways to revitalize the 
agricultural industry.

"What we couldn't understand was ... what 
happened with our junior high?" said Assistant 
Superintendent Elise Frangos.

Confirmed: Marion Violated Open Meeting Law

The Attorney General's Office has found the 
Town of Marion in violation of the Open Meeting 
Law. 

In a letter dated December 19 and forwarded 
to The Wanderer by the complainant, the AG's Office 
stated that the Marion Board of Selectmen was found 
to be in violation of one of the two Open Meeting 
Law complaints filed by Ronald Beaty of Falmouth. 

His first complaint was on October 17, 
pertaining to the use of acronyms in the Board of 
Selectmen's October 3 meeting agenda. He alleged 
that they used acronyms that are not widely 
understood by the public. Two of the acronyms 
cited in the letter are CMWRRDD, which stands 
for Carver Marion Wareham Regional Refuse 
Disposal District, and MRC, which stands for Marine 
Resources Commission. 

In his second complaint, Beaty alleged that 
the selectmen failed to meet to authorize a response 
to Beaty's complaint before Town Administrator 
Paul Dawson drafted and sent a response on behalf 
of the selectmen. 

Upon receiving the complaints on October 
30 and November 21 respectively, the Attorney 
General's Office reviewed the allegations, the 
board's response, and the meeting minutes of the 
two meetings, and found the Town did not violate 
any Open Meeting Law when it came of the use of 
acronyms; however, it did find the board in violation 
of Beaty's second complaint. 

With regards to the acronyms, the letter

interior/Ex tenor Shutters - Historic Replications - Storm/Screen Doors 
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signed by Assistant Attorney General Hannah Rush 
states, "The complainant alleges that the Board's 
October 3 meeting notice lacked sufficient specificity 
because it contained three acronyms. However, the 
Board did not discuss those three topics during the 
meeting; instead, it decided to 'table' the discussion 
until the next meeting at which the chair would 
be present. When a public body does not actually 
deliberate on a noticed topic, the public body cannot 
violate the Open Meeting Law with respect to that 
topic." 

Rush continues in the letter, "We note, 
however, that our office discourages the use of 
acronyms that are not widely understood by ... the 
public." 

As for the second complaint, the AG's Office 
pointed out that the town administrator would have 
received the notice of Beaty's complaint on October 
17, the day the Board of Selectmen's were scheduled 
to hold a meeting. The complaint, however, was not 
mentioned the night of the October 17, even though 
the next meeting wasn't for another three weeks. 

Rush's letter states, "The Board contends 
that the complaint was received just hours before 
its meeting, so it postposed discussion until its 
regularly-scheduled meeting on November 7. 
Cognizant of the law's requirement to respond to 
the complaint within 14 business days, the town 
administrator sent a response to our office ... by the 
deadline..." 

According to the law, when a complaint 
is filed, the chairman "shall disseminate copies of 
the complaint to members of the public body ... to 
review the complaint's allegations." 

By not meeting prior to responding to the 
complaint, the board was in violation of the Open 
Meeting Law. 

During the November 7 meeting, Dawson 
told the selectmen that he and town counsel drafted 
a response to Beaty's first complaint without 
official board approval, which resulted in a second 
complaint surrounding said response. 

"I was pretty pleased about it," Dawson said 
about his response to the first complaint of which he 
said "that I tried to deal with it in a timely fashion." 

"I thought that was a good response. I 
thought it made a lot of sense," he said. "Well, 
let that be a lesson on how no good deed goes 
unpunished."

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The board that night authorized Dawson to 
respond to the second violation. 

In conclusion. Rush wrote, "[We] find that 
the Board violated the Open Meeting Law by failing 
to meet prior to sending its response to an Open 
Meeting Law complaint. We order the Board's 
immediate and future compliance with the law's 
requirements, and we caution that similar future 
violations could be considered evidence of intent to 
violate the law." 

Verizon Strikes A Conciliatory Tone 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

As hot as it was last July 20 when Verizon's 
construction manager, John Dement, and architect, 
Dan Ollila of Jones Architecture, came seeking a 
Special Permit for equipment upgrades to property 
located at 32 Mechanic Street, on December 21 it was 
equally as cool. As winter's grip began to take hold 
on the area, members of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals would again hear Verizon's plans 
and whether or not abutters' concerns had been 
taken into consideration. 

Abutters during the July hearing had bitterly 
complained to the ZB A that Verizon was not a good 
neighbor and had for decades not only neglected the 
property's landscape needs, but had also neglected 
the needs of the residents living in close proximity. 

Neighbors said that exterior lighting shone 
into bedroom windows and that Verizon didn't have 
a valid contact number when problems occurred 
at the site. Furthermore, air conditioning units 
assaulted the nighttime ambient atmosphere making 
restful sleep impossible. 

The July plan to upgrade air conditioning 


units as outlined by Ollila failed to assuage the 
residents concerns that "obnoxious" nuisances 
created by motors would be abated by new 
equipment planned for the structure. 

At that July hearing, long-time board 
member Paul Millott, who for many years had heard 
all manners of appeal requests, said, "We seem to be 
at an impasse." He said one option for the applicant 
would be to withdraw the application without 
prejudice, go back to the drawing board, and return 
with options. 

Dement, though clearly not pleased by the 
tone of the board, followed Millott's suggestion. 

As Ollila explained the plan modifications 
now being offered by Verizon - modifications that 
included the installation of buffering panels for 
noise mitigation, landscape maintenance, contact 
information for emergency situations, and exterior 
lighting changes - abutters were ready to remove the 
coal from Dement's stocking. 

When asked by the abutters if promises made 
now would be in writing, he responded quietly, 
"Yes." 

The Special Permit was granted with the 
stipulation that all concerns as noted would be 
addressed. 

Also receiving a Special Permit was Dos 
Amigos, LLC for property located at 53 and 59 
Dupont Drive for the construction of a single-family 
home on two adjoining lots. Represented by John 
Churchill, Jr. of J.C. Engineering, the developer plans 
to join the two lots and build the single structure; 
however, a Special Permit was still needed since the 
total square footage of the two lots combined did not 
meet current zoning bylaws. 

The board unanimously approved the plan as 
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proposed, noting that it fit in with the neighborhood 
with an approximate 10% lot coverage. 

A third hearing for an ownership name 
change for 51 County Road, the 7-Eleven, was 
continued when the applicant failed to have a 
representative in attendance. 

After closing the meeting. Chairman Sue 
Akin read a letter the board had received in October 
from Paul Millott who was regretfully resigning 
from the ZBA. She said that shortly after receiving 
the letter, Millott passed away unexpectedly. All 
in attendance paused for a moment of silence in 
remembrance of Millott and his many years of 
dedicated service to the community. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals is tentatively scheduled for 
January 18 at 6:00 pm in the town hall conference 
room.

They play 
other sports, they're serious students, serious kids, 
they're mature. I mean, they're a dream to coach." 

Truth be told, Tabor needs to have a litany of 
top-notch players like that in order to compete. 

Last season, their 19-4-3 record earned them 
the six-seed in last year's Division 1 playoffs. A few 
more wins or a few more losses could have moved 
the Seawolves up three seeds or out of the playoffs 
completely, with the top 10 teams being fairly similar 
in talent, but only eight being able to earn a spot in 
the postseason. So when those teams meet during 
the regular season, neither Tabor nor the opposition 
can afford to give an inch. 

"Those are games where I'm sending my 
eight Division 1 kids against someone else's ten 
Division 1 kids," Long said. "And then my last seven 
kids that are playing are all going to play Division 
3 hockey and their last six kids are going to play 
Division 3 hockey. It's like college hockey players 
against hockey players, and it's really good." 

Tabor has several big games following the 
New Year, including the Williston Northampton 
School, Northampton Academy, Phillips Andover 
Academy (who Tabor beat in overtime at the Taft 
Tournament), and ISL conference opponent, the 
Nobles and Greenough School. 

Old Rochester 

The Bulldogs girls' basketball squad had a 
big win heading into the holiday break, winning 
54-39 against Durfee - the only team to beat Old 
Rochester this year. 

Freshman Cassidy Yeomans had a big night, 
draining six three-pointers, accounting for 18 of her 
26 points in the win. She was the only Bulldog to 
finish in double figures in the point column, with 
Meg Horan coming close with eight points. 

Old Rochester has won all four of its games 
since losing the season opener to Durfee, helping 
coach Bob Hohne inch even closer to his 600 th win, 
now only three games away.

Dunkirk. Starring Tom Hardy and Kenneth Branagh. 
Directed by Christopher Nolan. Running time: 106 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. Now on home video. 

To what extent do we not really see a movie — 
see it, hear it, experience it — if we haven't seen it on 
the big screen? Christopher Nolan's World War II epic 
Dunkirk (an epic though it only lasts roughly an hour and 
forty minutes, plus end credits) was initially released in 
some theaters in the mammoth IMAX format, creating an 
immersive aspect that mitigated its otherwise somewhat 
impersonal narrative. Richard Brody opined in the New 
Yorker that Dunkirk , "if it's not seen in enveloping and 
engulfing and body-shaking scale, may be nothing at all." 
I, however, have just seen it on the fifteen-inch monitor of 
my laptop, and heard it through ear buds. If you missed 
it writ (or projected) large, you haven't missed much; the 
movie is as stressful and relentless scaled down, and may 
even pick up some points for subtle intimacy that may 
have eluded the film's deafened, overwhelmed theatrical 
viewers. 

Nolan has approached the story of Dunkirk 
— from which 300,000 English and French soldiers 
withdrew and headed to England — as an experiential, 
almost experimental affair. We get no backstories among 
the soldiers or fighter pilots or officers, nor does Nolan 
observe very many well-worn combat-flick tropes. 

This isn't like Saving Private Ryan , which yoked several 
technically superb war sequences to a series of cliched 
leftovers from older war pictures. In this context — 
where the point is to get as many men out of harm's 
way as possible so they can survive to defend England's 
shores — perhaps the most heroic moment is a small, 
sad one, when a shell-shocked soldier asks about a 
young volunteer, "Will he be okay?" The volunteer's 
friend knows the truth — the soldier, in his panic, has 
inadvertently killed the young man — but opts to protect 
the soldier from his guilt by responding in the affirmative. 

That soldier might, after all, go on to fight for 
England and save lives. What would anyone gain from 
the fallen man's mate spitting out "No, he's dead, you 
killed him"? There's a refreshing aura of the adult about 
Dunkirk. There exists an efficient ender of German hopes, 
a Spitfire pilot played by Tom Hardy (who, as in Nolan's 
The Dark Knight Rises , spends most of his screen time 
with his lower face obscured by a mask). The pilot escorts 



several Nazis to hell, but he simply has a job to do, and 
he does it. About his life, about his plans interrupted by 
the war, we know precisely nothing. Nobody matters 
personally because everyone matters collectively. Dunkirk 
does flip back and forth between various sets of survivors, 
a small civilian boat requisitioned for the purpose of 
scooping up any floating soldiers, and the patch of land 
that must be kept clear for retreat (Kenneth Branagh 
brings some warmth and weariness to his few minutes as 
a commander monitoring the evacuation on land). Sky, 
earth, sea. 

Dunkirk comes as close to an act of pure cinema 
as anything Nolan has made; he dispenses with dialogue 
and "character moments" in an effort to cut to the bone, 
to extract the essence of the event, which was survival. 
"Good work, lads," says a blind old man greeting the 
young soldiers. "All we did was survive," answers one 
of them. "That's enough," says the old man. The lack of 
Hollywood orientation (here's a young lad who leaves 
behind a worried mother and girlfriend) helps us map 
our own fears and hopes onto the young men. (I think 
we fleetingly see one woman, a nurse, who points weary 
soldiers below decks where they can tuck into tea and 
toast with jam.) 

It's not quite just a virtuoso exercise, though 
Nolan here proves himself a master of the technical effects 
he strives for and achieves. (The only real demerit on this 
front is Hans Zimmer's typical overbearing, discordant 
score.) Dunkirk is as uninterested in political context as are 
any of its hungry, terrified soldiers, whose experience we 
are obliged to share. The Germans are mostly felt only as 
the piercing staccato of enemy gunfire; whenever one of 
their planes goes down, the movie eschews exultation in 
favor of simple relief at a micro-disaster averted within 
a larger, growing catastrophe. This could be the war 
movie, made at a time when its physical extremes could 
be effectively, even beautifully, simulated, released at a 
time when we need its narrative of ascendant though 
exhausted decency.

Many local police departments offer 
24/7 prescription medication drop-boxes for the 
safe disposal of unused or expired medications. 
Medications that can be disposed of in the drop- 
boxes include prescription ointments, prescription 
medications, medication patches, and samples, 
as well as over the counter medications, vitamins 
and pet medications. Lotions, liquids, and non¬ 
prescription ointments are not permitted. For your 
privacy, please remember to remove all personal 
identification before placing items in the drop-box. 

In Mattapoisett, the medication drop-box is in the 
lobby of the Police Station, located at 64 County 
Road (Route 6). 

For the safe disposal of needles and syringes, 
sharps containers are available free of charge from 
the Mattapoisett Police Station and the Public Health 
Nurse's office. Used sharps containers may be 
returned to the Public Health Nurse's office for safe 
and proper disposal of these items. 

The safe and proper storage and disposal 
of all medications, needles, and syringes helps to 
prevent accidents or misuse. These items should 
always be stored in a secure location, out of sight 
and out of reach of children. To assist you with safe 
storage in the home, lock-boxes can be purchased 
at your local pharmacy or retail store such as CVS, 
Walgreens, or Rite Aid.

My cat scratched my arm the other day and now my 
arm is getting very swollen. What should I do? 

Call your physician. You may have contracted 
Cat Scratch Fever which is more than just a song 
from the 70's. The disease is caused by a bacteria 
called Bartonella. Cats are exposed when they 
are scratched by an affected cat that has fleas. 

The fleas suck blood and poop on the cat. The cat 
scratches itself and gets flea poop that contains 
a bacteria under the nails. They then scratch 
another cat or person and the bacteria gets 
inoculated under the skin. 

Bartonellosis is called an emerging disease as 
not much is known about it but it seems to 
be commonly carried in cats in our area. It is 
treatable with antibiotics.
